Complete Course 

HORSEMANSHIP, by Waldemar Seunig, 
390 pp., Ulus., Douhleday and Company, Inc., 
S8.30. 

"Horsemanship,” by Waldemar Seunig, is a 
very thorough study of every phase of the sub¬ 
ject described by the title. Beginning his book 
with a discussion on the horse itself, including 
conformation, breeding and temperament, Mr. 
Seunig continues with chapters on the physical 
and psychological requirements of a gocxl rider, 
the development of the seat and use of the aids. 
He deals with both the green horse and rider as 
well as the advanced training of each in cross¬ 
country riding, jumping, the art of haute ecole 
and dressage.

GOING, GOING: Word that Larry S. Mac- 
Phail is to drastically curtail his Thoroughbred 
breeding operations was the most significant 
news to emanate from Maryland last month. 
His decision, prompted by a desire *'to take it 
easy,” came as a surprise to many since the fiery 
redhead only recently completed a most success¬ 
ful sale of his yearlings at Saratoga. 

MacPhail, Maryland’s largest commercial 
breeder, and one of the nation’s most successful, 
took over "Knight’s Night” at Saratoga this year. 
His consignment of 29 domestic and foreign- 
bred yearlings fetched $553,400, for a record 
average of $19,083. In addition, he sold four 
head in partnership with Rigan McKinney 
which brought $66,000. 

Originally, MacPhail was to sell his in-foal 
mares at the Maryland Fall Sales, Timonium, 
but later decided to hold the vendue at his 
Glenangus Farm, November 26, during which 
time the Pimlico meeting will be in progress. 
About 30 pregnant mares will be sold. Barren 
and maiden mares will be retained to produce 
for the racing (Harford) stable. Present plans 
call for the weanlings to be sold at Saratoga next 
August. 

MacPhail sold his interest in the world cham¬ 
pion New York Yankees the night his club 
cinched the 1947 World Series. Shortly there¬ 
after he turned his promotional talents to breed¬ 
ing, acquiring a fine band of broodmares. 

The former president of Bowie Race Course 
will retain his interests in the stallions *Sea 
Charger and General Staff which stand at Glen¬ 
angus. Hafiz II, purchased from the Aga Khan 
last winter, races for MacPhail overseas. His 
American string is trained by Frank Whiteley. 

WHERE’D SHE GO?: ’^^Rustom Sirdar, 
which stands at C. O. Ferguson’s White Marsh 
Stock Farm, was credited with his second 1956 
stakes winner when the filly Scampering 
astounded Belmont Park form experts by win¬ 
ning the Gazelle Handicap, September 12. The 
imported stallion’s other stakes-winning progeny 
this season is Gaidar, winner of the Le Comte 
and Hallandale Handicaps. 

Scampering, claimed for $6,000 exactly three 
months prior to her initial stakes conquest, is 
owned by V. J. Nickerson, of Miami. From the 
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Pilate mare. Scamper, the three-year-old filly 
has won 6 of her 21 starts and has been second 
and third twice each. The $21,600 earned in the 
mile-and-a-sixteenth Gazelle boosted her bank¬ 
roll to $36,595. 

Despite her odds of 43 to 1, Scampering beat 
a fine field of 16 sophomore fillies, her margin 
being three-quarters of a length over Cosmah. 
Bred by Lou P. Doherty, she carried 111 pounds 
and was ridden by Angel Valenzuela in her 
initial stakes attempt. 

FUSTES’ WITH THE ALMOSTES’: The 
ink hardly had dried on last month’s account of 
Brookfield Farms’ Impromptu’s winning race in 
the Rumson Handicap before the four-year-old 
colt added another score in Belmont’s Fall High- 
weight Handicap. The son of Pavot-Crystal 
Maze, by Chance Shot, was tabbed at 127 pounds 
(3 under scale) in the Highweight by Racing 
Secretary and Handicapper F. E. "Jimmy” 
Kilroe. He shared third starting topweight with 
Star Rover, behind Porterhouse (137) and 
Due de Fer (128). 

After breaking 12th in the field of 16 down 
the Widener Course, Impromptu worked his 
way through the pack to register by a half-length 
from Decimal which was a neck ahead of Gay 
Warrior. He stepped the six furlongs in 1:09 
under one of Conn McCreary’s patented come- 
from-behind rides. 

Eddie Kelly’s charge now has won 9 of his 29 
races and $140,650. He has won stakes in each 
of his three seasons of campaigning. 

DOMINION WIN: In the closest kind of a 
finish, the Maryland-bred Captor, a four-year-old 
son of *Djeddah—Little Sphinx, by ^Challenger 
II, eked out a hard-won victory in the Niagara 
Stakes at Fort Erie, Canada, September 3. 

Foaled April 11, 1952 at Larry S. MacPhail’s 
Glenangus Farm, Bel Air, Captor was sold at 
Saratoga to E. P. Taylor for $8,500. The Niagara 
was the Maryland-bred’s second stakes win, 
having won the Valedictory Handicap last year. 
Racing in Canada, Captor has won 12 races and 
$ 35 , 110 . 

"A” FOR EFFORT: With Social Outcast 
still mending at Sagamore, Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt’s "2F” stable (Find and Flotsam) is having 
its troubles winning a race.

President William Schluderberg of Timonium 
presents trophy to Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Vernic, 
owners of Albalu, winner of Timonium*s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee Handicap.

The racing establishment now is headed by the 
six-year-old Discovery gelding, Find. Though 
unable to win a race since April 14, this hard¬ 
hitting fellow continues to run well enough to 
maintain the respect of the handicappers. 

Injuries kept Find away from the races at two 
and again at five, but in between times he’s been 
one of the most honest horses in competition. 
His earnings of $353,829 were gleaned through 
14 wins, 12 seconds and 9 thirds in 49 starts. 
Earlier this year, the Maryland-bred won the 
New Orleans and Excelsior Handicaps, but per¬ 
haps his most inspiring performance was in 
Atlantic City’s United Nations Handicap before 
the Prince and Princess of Monaco, and close to 
30,000 plebeians who came to see Swaps run. 

C. V. Whitney’s Career Boy, the only three- 
year-old in the field and something of a hard- 
luck horse in his own right, won this one, but 
he needed help from his stablemate Fisherman. 
It required both Whitney horses to polish off 
the game Find. The Vanderbilt gelding pressed 
Fisherman’s early pace and put him away in the 
stretch, only to succumb to Career Boy’s late 
rush. 

In addition to his two stakes wins this year. 
Find has drawn checks in ten other added-money 
races. The record: fourth, beaten a half-length 
in Nashua’s Widener; third, beaten 2% lengths 
by Sailor in the Gulfstream Park; second, beaten 
a nose (ugh) by Joe Jones in the Lincoln 
Special; second, beaten a head (ugh) in 
Nashua’s Grey Lag; third, beaten a half-length 
in Midafternoon’s Metropolitan; second, by a 
length and a half to Midafternoon in the Massa¬ 
chusetts; third, beaten a neck (ugh) by Dedicate 
in the Brooklyn; third, beaten a half-length in 
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Blue Sparkler’s Atlantic City; third, beaten seven 
lengths in the Saratoga; and second, beaten a 
length in Career Boy’s United Nations. 

MINOR CIRCUIT: Hagerstown’s prosperous 
12-day meeting, where the daily average attend¬ 
ance of 6,860 and handle of $340,658 compared 
very favorably with last year’s averages of 6,496 
and $322,736, prompted Timonium officials to 
expect a record-breaking meeting. It wasn’t 
quite that easy, despite enlarged parking facili¬ 
ties and a new paddcxrk and walking ring. Im¬ 
proved betting facilities and weather conditions 
might have turned the trick. 

As it was, Timonium closed with a daily 
average attendance of 8,731 and a per diem pool 
of $384,707; each department slipped six per¬ 
centage points below 1955 figures. 

TWO-MINUTE CLIP: Maryland racing fans 
were saddened by the death of Jockey Roger 
Conlon on September 19, the result of brain 
injuries sustained in a spill at Cranwood Park. 
It was reported that the Caliente Safety Helmet, 
now standard equipment in some areas, might 
have saved the life of the 22-year-old youngster. 
How about it, Maryland tracks? 

Conlon, who came up under the wing of 
Preston Burch with the Brookmeade Stable, 
will be remembered as the leading jockey at 
Timonium in 1954 when he accepted 54 
mounts, winning with 17 for a percentage of 
31.5. Conlon, who rode his 100th winner at 
Randall Park only days before his fatal accident, 
was a native of Babylon, New York. 

Last month D. Eldred Rinehart, chairman of 
the Maryland Racing Commission, banned ship¬ 
ment of Thoroughbreds from New England to 
Maryland tracks, during a northern outbreak of 
equine encephalitis. There were reports of sus¬ 
pected cases of the disease, commonly known 
as sleeping sickness, on the Eastern Shore. 
Mosquito borne, it affects horses, humans and 
pheasants. 

Henry S. Clark, of Glyndon, has one of the 
nation’s better stayers in Thinking Cap, winner 
of Saratoga’s Merchants’ an'd Citizens’ Handi¬ 
cap. The Rosemont colt found the mile and 
three-quarters route and the mud to his liking. 
Thinking Cap is a proficient mudder and rose 
to prominence by winning the Pimlico Futur¬ 
ity two years ago. 

Thomas J. Kelly, talented and affable Balti¬ 
more trainer, severed connections with the Ada 
1. Rice Stable and will condition the Thorough¬ 
breds of Townsend B. Martin and John S. 
Phipps. While with the Rices, Kelly brought

out such accomplished runners as Pet Bully, 
Cerise Reine and Ring King. His handling of 
the cripple, Pet Bully, was truly a remarkable 
training feat. 

Kelly also recognized early the talents of Bill 
Hartack and in the spring of 1954 was instru¬ 
mental in Mrs. Rice’s signing to a contract the 
lad who was destined to become the nation’s 
leading rider a year later. With Kelly training 
and Hartack riding, the Rice stable was ranked 
fifth in the nation in 1954, winning over a half¬ 
million dollars in purses. Tom is a brother of 
E. I. Kelly, who trains for Harry Z. Isaacs’ 
Brookfield Farms.

The Maryland horse industry lost one of its 
most devoted workers when death took Joseph 
W. Shirley at his home in Reisterstown, Sep¬ 
tember 4. Mr. Shirley’s first love was the draft 
breeds for which he was instrumental in setting 
up a department at the Maryland State Fair. 

Pistorio Farm’s The Rhymer, which had out 
six two-year-old winners at last count, is repre¬ 
sented by the good juvenile Vertex, from the 
Case Ace mare, Kanace. Vertex won his first 
two starts before finishing fourth to Our Joy in 
the World’s Playground Stakes. Incidentally, 
The Rhymer is believed to have been the first 
Thoroughbred ever to be given a blood trans¬ 
fusion. It was administered when the son of 
*St. Germans contracted pneumonia as a 
yearling. 

The Rhymer gained his greatest fame while 
winning the 1942 Widener, defeating one of 
the finest fields ever assembled.

Joseph Whitney Shirley, Jr., a breeder of 
champion draft horses and Maryland State Fair 
official, died on September 3 at his Chartley 
Farm near Reisterstown. He was 51. 

Flags were lowered to half-staff at the Ti- 
monium grounds in memory of the gentleman 
farmer who served the fair as a member of the 
board of directors and as superintendent of the 
draft-horse department for many years. 

His death came only a few hours before he 
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All horsefolk mourn the passing of Joseph 
Whitney Shirley, whose interest in and en¬ 
thusiasm for draft animals were important 
factors in promoting the popularity of the huge 
breeds in sections of the United States. 


was to have shown his purebred Clydesdale draft 
horses in 12 classes of competition. His sons, 
Robert and David, went ahead with the exhibi¬ 
tion. 

A moment of silence was asked at the horse 
show by fair officials, who called Mr .Shirley ’’the 
man responsible for continuing the draft-horse 
show at the Maryland State Fair.” 

And it was fitting tribute that a Shirley en¬ 
try, Peggy Fairfax, was named grand champion 
Clydesdale mare in the competition. 

A native of Baltimore, Mr. Shirley graduated 
from Pennsylvania Military College and the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland School of Law. He main¬ 
tained an active law practice until two years ago 
when he turned his full attention to farming. 

The Clydesdales he raised on his 360-acre 
farm were a hobby. He championed the use of 
the draft horses instead of tractors in farming 
the land. 

A friendly, colorful man who always wore a 
Stetson hat, he was a familiar figure at the Fair 
and at the Eastern National Livestock Show. Un¬ 
til two years ago he served as manager of the 
Eastern National and at his death was vice presi¬ 
dent. 

Mr. Shirley has exhibited at the State Fair 
since he was ten. He boasted he had never missed 
a fair or Eastern National. 

The Chartley Farm, a Maryland showplace, 
was sold recently. The home, more than 100 
years old, was built of imported pink English 
brick in the style of the English manor house. 

Mr. Shirley had purchased a 460-acre tract 
in Carroll county, near Westminster. The family 
will move there in October and operate it as a 
dairy farm. 

An accomplished horseman, Mr. Shirley was 
a member of the Green Spring Hunt Club, a 
frequent participant in horse shows and was a 
member of his college polo team. 

Besides his two sons, he is survived by his 
wife, a daughter, Mrs. Pembroke C. Chrysler 3d, 
of Westminster, and a granddaughter, Gail C. 
Chrysler. Mr. Shirley’s late father was a former 
city planning engineer. 

Funeral services were held at St. John’s 
Church, Worthington Valley. The Rev. Dr. Nel¬ 
son W. Rightmyer, rector, officiated. Burial was 
in the church cemetery.

Had phone call from Mr. Ralph 
Kercheval of Sagamore and picked up a bit 
of exciting news. That *Nasrullah-Risque Ma 
yearling that brought $80,000 at the sales is 
a Maryland-bred!

Mrs. F. A. Centers Rough’n Tumble which 
stood the past breeding season in Florida at the 
Ocala Stud Farms, near Ocala, has been returned 
to Maryland. The fleet son of Free For All- 
Roused, by *Bull Dog, will take up residence 
in his old stall at Windy Hills Farm just outside 
Westminster. The farm, managed by Thomas 
O’Farrell, will continue to breed for the market 
and board outside horses. 



The good young stallion Rough*n Tumble is 
back in Maryland after a season in Florida, 
Rough*n Tumble will stand at Windy Hills. 
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Among the mares at the farm are Fair Perdita, 
dam of good stakes winner and successful sire 
Requested; Hope Eternal, a top stakes winner, as 
well as Heather Dew, a daughter of Shut Out’s 
half-sister, and mares by Display, Tailspin, and 
Swashbuckler. 

Rough’n Tumble, a top stakes winner at two 
and three, won over $123,000 including the 
Santa Anita Derby and Primer Stakes. He was 
rated the fifth highweight on the Experimental 
Free Handicap at two and fourth highweight on 
The Blood-Horse handicap of the following 
season. Young horses of his first crop are year¬ 
lings; four of them are under saddle at the Ocala 
Stud Farms. These four have impressed horse¬ 
men in the area Needles and King Hairan have 
made famous, by their excellent way of going 
and willingness. These yearlings will be sold as 
two-year-olds ready to run, at Hialeah in 
February. 

Rough’n Tumble will take over the duties 
handled last season by Combat B(X)ts, which was 
purchased from his owners by the Ocala Stud 
Farms. The son of Our B(X)ts-Miss Dodo, by 
Man o’ War, was bred to 27 mares last season.

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TIMONIUM FAIR REPORT

The Maryland State Fair’s Diamond Jubilee, 
marking the 75th year of progress for the Agri¬ 
cultural Society lived up to its title in full. The 
horse show was well supported by many repre¬ 
sentatives of all breeds of horses and p)onies. 
There was great public interest throughout the 
12-day showing which included everything from 
ponies to draft horse competition and pulling 
contests. 

The judging on the first day, August 29, in¬ 
cluded Half-breds, Arabians and Arabian Half- 
breds. Getting under way at 10.00 a.m. with 
Mr. Byron H. Good, the Associate Professor of 
Animal Husbandry of Michigan State Univer¬ 
sity, judging, the classes moved along without 
mishap. The’first class for broodmares went to 
Sky’s Shadow, belonging to Claude W. Owen of 
Burtonsville. Classes 11 and 13 for Half-bred 
foals and Half-bred Two-year-olds were won by 
Mr. R. S. Peach of Upperville, Va., with colts 
by Kashmir and Shadows Pass respectively. 

The winner of the three- and four-year-old 
class. Jack Knife, the property of Claude W. 
Owen, was also judged the Best Animal Other 
than Thoroughbred exhibited in the Show. 
Princess Jack, belonging to Mr. and Mrs. 
Gardner Hallman won the reserve. It is interest- 
jQg fQ note that both are out of the same mare. 
Lady Jack. 

The Arabians, as always, were well repre¬ 
sented from many states with full classes in all 
divisions. Chosen as The Eastern Grand Cham¬ 
pion Arabian Stallion was Haj-Amin, owned by 
The Cedardell Farms Arabian Stud of Plano, Ill. 
Dr. R. D. MacTavish, of New York, took re¬ 
serve with Al-Marah El-Hezzez. Capturing the 
Grand Champion Mare of The East trophy was 
Phleta, owned by Mr. and Mrs. James P. Dean 
of Perry Park, Ky. Sange, owned by Richard 
Lodwick of Williamsburg, Ohio, took reserve. 

Immediately following the Arabians, five 
classes of Half-bred Arabians were judged. 

On Thursday, August 30, the stands filled 
quickly to witness large groups of Thorough¬ 
breds. 

The broodmare class, consisting of 15 well- 
turned mares, was won by Binna Farm s Perfect 
Gem, full sister to Dark Star, winner of the 
1953 Kentucky Derby. Perfect Gem’s suckling 
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foal, by *Nahar II, went on to take honors in 
his class and later was awarded The Clarence 
E. Elderkin Challenge Trophy for the best 
Thoroughbred Foal exhibited in the show. The 
Filly foal class was won by Mrs. E. G. Boyce’s 
roan foal by Colonel Mike, out of Little Pistol. 
The Yearling colt class was duly won by Janon 
Fisher, Jr.’s colt by * Hunters Moon IV, out of 
Laelia, which eventually went on to win the 
Championship as well as The Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association Challenge Trophy — a 
repeat of Mr. Fisher’s 1955 triumph. 

Mr. R. S. Peach’s two-year-old colt, Hapgood, 
a son of Happy Buckie, out of Good Selka, 
easily captured his class as well as reserve Cham¬ 
pion. To make the day completely true to form, 
a Half-bred again took home The Green Spring 
Hunt Club Challenge Trophy. This was awarded 
to Claude W. Owen’s Champion in the Half- 
bred division—Jack Knife. 

The ponies as usual drew large crowds the 
following week with Mr. Jack Spratt doing a 
fine job in the judges’ stand. 

Taking the Senior Championship and also the 
Grand Champion ribbon in the Welsh division 
on Tuesday, September 4, was George A. Fern- 
ley’s Coed Coch Meilyr shown by Mr. and Mrs.

Marlboro Meeting 

President Ed Farrell, Jr., of Marlboro, and 
his associates have been busy getting the popu¬ 
lar race course in readiness for opening day, 
October 10. Predictions are for a crowd of 8 , 000 . 
There are over 700 Thoroughbreds stabled on 
grounds and at the Bowie Race Track. 

The track is but 50 minutes from Baltimore 
by the Baltimore and Washington Expressway 
and Route 202, and only 30 minutes from 
downtown Washington by the South Capital 
Street Bridge and Route 4, Maryland. 

The directors of Marlboro, following last 
years most successful meeting, are introducing 
another innovation to the minor-track Thorough¬ 
bred circuit. The first stakes race will run on 
Saturday, October 13. The race was established 
to bring color and interest to the sport, and 
to stimulate the growing enthusiasm in breeding 
in the area among the smaller breeders. The 
stakes known as the Marlboro Nursery is for 
two-year-olds to be run at a distance of 6 V 2 
furlongs. Nominations closed on May 15 past, 
with 81 colts, fillies, and geldings nominated. 
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The stakes carries a purse of $2,500 added, with 
the nominating, entrance and starting fees to 
the winner. The breeder of the winner will 
receive $250. The Marlboro Track Association 
will present a trophy to the owner of winner. 
An owner who wins the trophy three times 
gains permanent possession. The winner of each 
race will receive a replica of the trophy. 

The officials for the 1956 meeting will be 
William L. Harron, association steward; J. Fred 
Colwill, racing secretary; Robert Littleton, 
mutuel manager; Theodore Noss, director of ad¬ 
missions and police. Judges for the racing will 
be Melvin Mackin, Henry Erickson, A. Hyland, 
Merrill MacNeille, George Cook. Starting the 
Thoroughbreds from the United Starting Gate 
will be Eddie Blind. Raymond Haight will again 
announce the running of the races to the public. 
Paddock judge again will be William Jennings. 

Post time will be 1:00 P.M. Eastern Standard 
Time. 

Five more acres have been made available for 
parking, which now affords a parking area for 
over 4,000 cars. Bus service has been made 
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available for the public from Baltimore, Wash¬ 
ington, Arlington and Alexandria, Virginia, and 
Silver Spring, Maryland. 

The purse distribution for 1955 amounted to 
$128,500.00, the highest in Marlboro’s history, 
and the agreement with the horsemen in 1956 
will be the same as last year. The races will be 
written for a purse distribution of $116,000. 
If business equals that of 1955, the horsemen 
will receive $128,500. If the business increases 
over 1955, the horsemen will receive the 
$128,500 plus whatever per cent of mutuel sales 
increase. This working agreement is now enter¬ 
ing its third year. The purse distribution back in 
1949 was $82,300. In six years at Marlboro 
purses increased $46,200, or about 56 per cent. 
The pari-mutuel sales in 1949 amounted to 
$3,373,290. The mutuel sales in the past six 
years have increased 34 per cent. 

The graded purse policy will again prevail, 
with better purses for better horses. 

Weatherize Pimlico 

Construction that will weatherize and heat 
Pimlico racecourse is scheduled to be finished 
by October 15. The project includes enclosing 
the entire first floor of the modern grandstand- 
clubhouse structure built in 1954. Glass doors 
and panels will be installed across the entire 300- 
foot length opening toward the track rail. 

The improvement program was undertaken 
because of the extension of the major Maryland 
horseracing season until December 15, latest in 
the state’s history. Pimlico, which opens its 
season on November 13 following the autumn 
meeting at Laurel, ran through December 3 in 
1955. 

Nine entrances in the old grandstand will be 
equipped with glass doors and protective panels. 
More than 5,000 square feet of aluminum panels 
will be used to enclose the rear superstructure 
of the new clubhouse to form a weather buffer 
for box and reserved seats on the upper levels. 

Four new gas-blower heating units are being 
installed in the two buildings, bringing the total 
number of these to 16. Efficiency of the original 
units will be doubled by enclosing the entire 
ground level area. All rest rooms in the two units 
will be individually heated. 

The improvement program also extends to the 
old members’ clubhouse, a Baltimore landmark 
since 1870. 

Both dining rooms in the club are being re¬ 
decorated along with the familiar main floor 
parlors. The third floor of the building, not used 
in recent years, is being reopened for members 
only with private boxes and dining facilities. 
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A five-foot balcony, overlooking the racetrack, 
is being extended along the entire front of the 
third floor. 

The redecorated members’ club also will in¬ 
clude a special gallery for the JcKkeys Hall of 
Fame, which will be open free to the public, and 
a library in which will be displayed archives of 
the Maryland Jockey Club that include memo¬ 
rabilia dating back to the last century. 

Macip In International 

Marcel Boussac, famous the world over for 
his fabulous breeding and racing interests, 
cabled Laurel officials recently that he has ac¬ 
cepted President John Schapiro’s invitation to 
race Macip, his Ascot Gold Cup winner this 
year, in the fifth running of the $100,000 
Washington D. C. International here on No¬ 
vember 12 (Veteran’s Day). 

This marks the first occasion that the famed 
orange blouse, gray cap of Boussac, wealthy 
European textile magnate, will appear on an 
American course when the four-year-old son 
of Marsyas-Corejada, goes on parade prior to 
the famed mile-and-a-half invitational grass 
event. 

Howard County Show 

The 26th Annual Howard County Hunt 
Horse Show and Races will be held on the Hunt 
Club grounds on Saturday, October 6, starting 
at 10 a.m. 

A regular member of the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows, the Howard County 
affair will offer championships and stakes in 
Green, Walking and Conformation Hunter 
divisions. 

Mrs. C. C. Jadwin, of Warrenton, Virginia, 
will judge the hunters. 

Championships in each of the three pony 
divisions, as well as in the junior division, should 
attract many non-local circuit entries. 

Mrs. John C. Goodwin will judge these two 
departments. 

New this year, will be a two-ring set up and 
outside course revised and embellished by Rigan 
McKinney, with a Saratoga combined with an 
Aiken approach. 

A full-course plate luncheon will be sold the 
public at the impressive new wing of the club¬ 
house. 

The timber race in which Blockade, three¬ 
time winner of the Maryland Hunt Cup, gradu¬ 
ated from maiden ranks, will top off what 
promises to be a very colorful day.

The thirteenth annual Piney Hill Horse Show 
will be held Sunday, October 14, starting at 
eleven o’clock a.m., on the farm of A. Roland 
Worrall, Glencoe.

The committee expects the largest number of 
entrants in the show’s history this year and is 
sure that the 1956 show will prove to be the 
most fun yet for both participants and specta¬ 
tors.

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Public Likes Long Ones 

Pimlico Race Course will schedule more dis- 
tance races than ever this fall because a survey 
shows that fans prefer them to the extent of 
wagering at least six per cent more on events 
longer than a mile. 

There were 128 races run at Pimlico last 
autumn and the average wagering on each race 
was $146,060. Fifteen of the 128 races, however, 
were at distances of li^th miles or more. The 
average betting on these long races was $173,816, 
an actual difference of 19 per cent in favor of 
the route events. 

These figures were revealed in a survey made 
by Joe B. Hickey, Jr., author of many technical 
racing articles, for the October issue of Turf 
and Sport Digest. 

The 19 per cent figure was refined to six 
per cent—still an impressive margin—by break¬ 
ing down the average wagering race by race, 
and by eliminating unequal comparisons for 
stakes races, holiday and Saturday programs, 
and other such influences. 

The accuracy of the six per cent figure at 
Pimlico was proven when Hickey made a survey 
of the 1955 autumn meeting at Narragansett 
Park in Rhode Island. Betting on distance events 
there showed an edge of 6.9 over sprint races. 


The main attraction of distance racing is that 
the fans—win, lose or draw—literally get a 
better run for their money. 

The starting point of most long races makes 
it necessary for the horses to pass twice by the 
grandstand, putting the fans right on top of the 
action. 

Nearly every horse in the race is in contention 
at one stage of a route affair. 

Ill racing luck is less of a factor at a distance 
than in a sprint race in which a mistake, poor 
getaway or case of crowding generally is costly. 

Hickey s survey also disproved hearsay that 
horsemen don’t like to take the effort to train 
their stock for longer races. 

Fields for Pimlico’s route races last fall aver¬ 
aged nine horses, and only two distance events 
drew as few as six starters. Some had as many 
as 12. 

Pimlico has scheduled seven stakes races for 
its 1956 autumn meeting, November 13 through 
December 15, and none is at a distance less than 
one mile and 70 yards. 

Maryland’s pioneer track also will offer a 
unique Thanksgiving Day program, November 
22, when all eight races on the card will be route 
events, featured by the $50,000 Pimlico Special 
at l^th miles.

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The latter distance is one of the most popular 
at Pimlico, breaking the field in front of the 
grandstand at the head of the stretch and send¬ 
ing the horses past the crowd at the two most 
crucial racing moments—the start and finish. 

Fifteen rich distance stakes—at one mile and 
a quarter or longer—are scheduled at major 
Eastern race tracks between October 1 and the 
end of the 1956 horse racing season. 

The combined added purse money for these 
races is $635,000. They are to be run at Belmont 
Park, Jamaica, Laurel, Narragansett, Suffolk 
Downs, Garden State Park and Pimlico. 

Thoroughbred breeders are urging a return 
to distance racing to prove the true staying 
power and speed of potential bloodstock.

As is the case with many sons and daugh¬ 
ters of Discovery, Loser Weeper improved 
with age and experience. Though he won at 
two, three, four and five, he was best upon 
reaching maturity. At four he won the Met¬ 
ropolitan, Valley Forge, Bay Shore and Vos- 
burgh Handicaps. The next season, 1950, his 
best races included victories in the Edward 
Burke, Valley Forge (second time), Dixie, 
Suburban and Butler Handicaps. 

Loser Weeper was retired to stud with a 
record of 63 starts, 16 wins, 5 seconds, 7 
thirds, and earnings of $232,920. Victories in 
such difficult-to-win handicaps as the Metro¬ 
politan, Suburban, Dixie and Butler, plus the 
incentive of a modest fee, assured him of at¬ 
tention from breeders. Now let’s see what 
the son of Discovery—Outdone, she the dam 
of three stakes winners, has done at stud. 

His first crop came of racing age last year. 
From eight starters, he sent out four winners 
of seven races and $20,510. Oddly enough. 
Fun Lover, perhaps his sire s top representa¬ 
tive last year, end^ the season a maiden after 
losing the Maryland Futurity through dis¬ 
qualification (he was placed second). He also 
was second in the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes. 


Walter J. Appel’s Lea Stream won her first 
two starts and looked to be of stakes class un¬ 
til she went wrong. Our President won two 
races in 1955 and Weeper’s Boy scored his 
maiden success to get their sire off to a good 
start. 

Loser Weeper’s two-year-olds this year 
posted this record through June 26: Jerilynn, 
2 wins; Settum Up Joe, 1; Sir Richard R., 1; 
Sky Master, 2. Sir Richard R. was second to 
the leading money-winning juvenile of the 
year. King Hairan, in his first start, and was 
fourth to the same colt in the Gulfstream 
Park Dinner Stakes. 

Other winners this year are: Capacitor, 1; 
Fun Lover, 3; Fun n* Fancy, 4; Lost Gloves, 
1; Our President, 1; Red Chief, 2; and Weep¬ 
er’s Boy, 3. 

Loser Weeper’s complete stud record (to 
June 26): 21 starters, 12 winners, 26 wins, 
and earnings of $82,590. Like their daddy, the 
Loser Weepers apparently improve with 
age. This handsome and substantial chestnut, 
a true son of Discovery, is off to a good start 
and it would not be surprising were he to 
command some fancily-bred mates in future 
seasons.
